CONFERENCE TO DETERMINE PROGRAM FOR 


TRAINING INTERPRETERS OF THE DEAF 

Twelve experts in various areas of. 
interpreting will be participating in 
‘a conference on ''Preparation in the 
 Field.of Interpreting" here at Gallaudet 
from March 28-30. 

Co-sponsored by the Registry of In- 
terpreters of the Deaf and the Gallaudet 
Office of Public Services Programs, the 
conference will determine the types of 
training programs needed to meet inter- 
preting demands. | 

The conference will focus on knowldege 
and skills essential to interpreting, 
curricula needs, needs for professional 
teacher training programs, and consider- 
ation for appropriate training institu- 
tions. 3 


HR 8395 CONSIDERS UNDERACHIEVING ADULTS 
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HR 8395, legislation which would 
establish a national center for under- 
achieving deaf adults, is now pending 
in the Senate Committee on Labor and 
Public Welfare, chaired by Senator 
Harrison Williams. The bill has House 
approval. 

If enacted, this vocational. rehabili- 
tation. bill will make it possible for 
more deaf persons to develop skills 
which would enhance their employment — 
potentials. 

The bill, which nearly duplicates 
a bill tnéroddeed some time ago by 
Senator Wilbur Mills, must also pass 
through Senator Jennings Randolph's— 
‘Subcommittee on the Handicapped before 
going to the Senate floor for debate and 
final vote.
